Second round of propane hearing

Round two of the Tewksbury selectmen’s hearing on Lowell Gas Com- 
pany’s permit to operate a propane plant on Chapman Road is scheduled 
tonight at 7:30. More than 120 persons attended the first session of the 
hearing last Thursday in which a gas company attorney questioned the 
legality of the hearing and technical experts spoke of safety features at a 


proposed rebuilt plant. 

Testimony by company experts 
and concerned citizens and of- 
ficials is expected to wind up the 
hearing tonight, when the 
selectmen may reach a decision 
whether they should or shouldn't 
revoke a permit to allow the plant 
to operate. 

‘The company is rebuilding the 
plant on Chapman Road to replace 
one destroyed in an explosion 
February 9. A firefighter and a 
Propane truck driver were killed 
and half the town firefighters were 
injured in the blast 

‘The selectmen specified the 
hearing was called to determine 
why they shouldn't revoke a per- 
mit for the company to operate a 
propane facility in Tewksbury 
because of alleged company 
violations of town, state and 
federal laws and fire protection 
codes. 

Lowell Gas, the selectmen

The Tewksbury master plan will include a general business 


zone on the south side of Main 


Street from the town center to 


the Lowell city line as a result of an agreement Monday night. 


‘The town planning board and 


master plan committee agreed 


to alter zoning on the road after planning board members 
questioned original zoning proposed by the committee. 
Master plan committeemen had sought to zone most of Main 


Street for residential housing, 


except a portion in the town 


center for multi-uses and a smaller portion further south for 


local business use. 

Board members Frederick H. 
Baldwin Jr. and Edward A 
Flanagan. however, questioned 
whether present businesses 
wouldn't be blocked from expan- 
sion by zoning other areas on Main 
Street for residential use. 

Chairman Helen Zammuto 
answered that her committee 
feared increased traffic on Main 
Street generated by further com- 
mercial developnfent, and 
questioned esthetic results of 
further businesses there 

Fears ugly road 

“If you drive up Boston Road in 
Billerica, you'll see Main Street in 
three to four years.” she said. 
referring to that heavily 
developed. highly trafficed small 
highway. She added that her com- 
mittee expected the town would 
study Main Street lot by lot, and 
would eventually rezone it for best 
use. 

Flanagan commented, “I'd 
rather see businesses on Rte. 38 
than homes. Businesses are going 
to help our tax rate, but homes 
aren’t."* He suggested at one point 
that present zoning be allowed in 
small areas now. used by Main 
Street businesses. 

Planning consultant Francois 
Vigier suggested such a proposal 
would result in strip or spot zoning 
on Main Street. He said one goal 
of the master plan was to locate in- 
dustrial areas adjacent to Rte.

He said he feared no lot by lot 
study of Main Street would be 
made. and the area would remain 
zoned for resitent use. Baldwin 
said the south side of Main Street 
north of the town center was, 
however. good land for éommer-

After further discussions, the 
two groups agreed to zone the 
south side of Main Street for 
general business north of town 
center. but to retain other com- 
mittee recommendations for Main 
Street.

Dear Mr. Neilson: 

‘On August 8, 1972, my sister, a 
young Melrose Nurse was killed 
when a 65 pound boulder was 
projected from a truck passing her 
in the opposite direction. It 
bounced in front of her car, 
entered at the joint of the roof and 
front window, crushed her head, 
passed through the rear window 
and was later located in roadside 
shrubbery. After 7 hours of 
‘emergency and eight horror-filled 
days for her family, she suc- 
cumbed to her injuries. 

‘The details of this particular ac- 
cident are perhaps unique and in- 
deed unbelievable; yet we are all 
potential victims of the lack of 
safety regulations in the trucking 
industry.

TOWN TO BE ASKED 
TO CHANGE $4250 
OPEN SPACE FUNDS 


The Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission agreed Wednesday 
night to sponsor a warrant article 
to ask the town to reappropriate 
$4250 in funds for topographical 
maps instead of open space 
projects. 

Action by the 1973 town meeting 
is necessary because the Ford 


Foundation has altered conditions 


originally expected in connection 
with @ grant of $750 in cash and 
$4250 in matching funds for town 
conservation projects. 

The 1972 town meeting voted 
$4250 for open space projects, 
believing the foundation would 
match the funds for those pur- 
poses, Later the foundation stated 
the open space provision was too 
broad, and agreed to provide its 
money toward a two-foor contour 
topographical maps of the town. 
The maps could, among other 


town's $4250 share be reap- 
propriated by the 1973 town 
meeting, according to Town 
Counsel Charles J. Zaroulis. 

Committeemen also voted to 
write Gov. Sargent, asking him not 
toalter the state's Fish and Game 
Department as part of reorganiza- 
tion of state government. 

Committeeman Angelo Zam- 
muto said he feared under 
reorganization license fees 
collected by the department would 
be returned to the general fund and 
gies for sportsmen would suf- 
fer.
